The PCI also has available Communist radio amateurs, regularly 
registered or clandestine, who are in a position to furnish Prague with

6 Professore Gaetano Napolitano, who was bound to the Intersets of ANSA, 
opposed and succeed in blocking the project for reconstruction of the 
Stefani agency when it was being taken up in Parliament.
